MOSCOW <AP'—Vice President

cially we have been very pleased 
at our reception by people in all 
walks of life” the vice president 
told Kozlov 
Talks To Mikoyan 
Kozlov only recently returned 
from a tour of the United Stales 
He opened the Soviet Exhibition 
in New York June 28 
Nixon’s first call this morning 
was to see First Deputy Prem ier 
Anastas I Mikoyan to talk trade 
He met a somewhat frosty re­ 
ception. but he laughed it off. 
The vice president took with 
him Harold Boeschtenstein, presi­ 
dent 
of

Glass Corp., of Toledo, Ohio. 
Unperturbed By Quiz 
Introducing 
him to 
Mikoyan. 
Ntxon said: “ He is one of oui 


leading businessmen with much 
experience around the world. I 
thought you two business-minded 
men should get together.” 
“ The State Department will de­ 
cide.” retorted Mikoyan in an ob­ 
vious reference to the State De­ 
partm ent’s restrictions on trade 
with Communist countries in po­ 
tential war goods. 
Nixon was unperturbed by the 
quip and laughed. 
The two officials had met be­ 
fore when Mikoyan toured the 
United States early this year and 
plumped for more trade between 
the United States and the Soviet 
Union. 
Pose For Picture 
“ Very glad to see you.” said 
Nixon as he entered Mikoyan’s of­ 
fice. 
Mikyoan walked quickly across 
the room to shake hands. They 
posed for a picture. One then sat 
at a red cloth-topped table. 
Nixon was accompanied on his 
visit to Kozlov by Vice Adm. Hy­ 
man G. Rickover, the U.S. atomic 
submarine expert. 
Rickover and Kozlov had traded
